Drawing on a range of theories of the transnational firm and of the nation-state, 
Pitelis presents the view that the state retains significant autonomy, and that its 
relationship to the firm involves a mix of rivalry and collusion.

Criticising recent work on globalisation, Pooley argues for the continuing importance 
of the nation-state as the main location of political practices.

Rosa discusses the emergence of new and creative forms of resistance among women 
workers.

The authors argue that the analysis of global capitalism can and must be grounded 
in an adequate understanding of class. 

Scherrer, Cristoph. Seeking a way out of Fordism: the US steel and auto industries 
An analysis of the US auto and steel industries in a period of restructuring. 

Stirling, John. This great Europe of ours: trade unions and 1992 
Stirling discusses the value of the European Community’s Social Charter to British 
Trade Unions and their members.
